“As for ‘Les Demoiselles de St. Cyr,’ you are 
misinformed, Brunswick, who thought proper to 
receive 3000f. when he ought to have received only 
300f., came with de Leuven to my lodgings one 
day.

NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS. 

THE appointment of the Hon. George Bancroft as 
Minister to Prussia, is a deserved tribute to his 
eminent position in the literature of this country. 
He is unquestionably among the first of living his- 
torians, and is regarded abroad as pre-eminently the 
historian of the United States. He is familiar with 
the German languageand literature, and in early life 
he visited the famous schools of that country and 
enjoyed the companionship of the eminent men 
whom he there met. Indeed his first efforts in the 
department of history consisted in translating some 
of the valuable works of Heeren, his friend and pre- 
ceptor. We are persuaded that Mr. Bancroft will 
not be an uninterested observer of the activity in 
ancient, medizval, and modern historical research 
now prevailing in Germany. He will not only sym- 
pathize with it, but participate in it and contribute 
to it, and the result will doubtless be that we shall 
have from his pen other additions to our literature 
no less instructive than those with which from time 
to time he has already favored his countrymen.

‘The Lay of the Last Minstrel’ was not preserved. 
All these manuscripts are remarkable for the extra- 
ordinary fluency with which they were written, and 
the very few corrections or alterations occurring in 
them ; thus affording a proof of Sir Walter Scott’s 
wonderful facility of composition. These interesting 
literary relics are all in a perfect state of preserva- 
tion, and uniformly bound in russia, with uncut 
edges.”

No doubt several 
American autograph collectors would have rejoiced 
over this opportunity of obtaining such treasures as 
these Scott MSS. But the auctioneers did not give 
them any chance. The advertisement of June 22 
would be received and read in the United States 
about the 6th of July—that is, on the very day 
when the sale was taking place, and thus, by the 
auctioneers’ want of foresight and strange neglect 
of American purchasers, no one on this side of the 
Atlantic was permitted to have a chance of pur- 
chasing. Of course, with the liberal American com- 
petition thus removed, prices probably ruled lower 
than if it had been allowed anything like fair play. 
The Scott MSS. constitute important curiosities of 
literature. It is evident and noticeable, so little was 
thought of “The Lay of the Last Minstrel,” Scott’s 
first poem of any mark, that no one cared to collect 
and preserve the manuscript. This poem was pub- 
lished in 1805; but “ Marmion,” which followed in 
1808, was taken greater care of, for Scott had then 
made a name, as well as all the succeeding works. 
The manuscripts of the Waverley novels were col- 
lected by the late Archibald Constable, their dash- 
ing publisher (whose failure in 1826 caused Scott’s 
commercial ruin), and were long preserved by his 
partner and successor, the late Robert Cadell, in 
the great publishing house, in St. Andrew Square, 
Edinburgh. It remains to be explained how por- 
tions of Scott’s manuscripts have now been put into

KATHERINE AND Perrucaio.—There has _ been 
printed in the “ Atheneum,” a translation, by F. W. 
Cosens, of a Spanish story written in the year 1332 
by Don Juan Manuel, nephew of Alfonso the 
Learned, and one of the early fathers of Spanish 
prose. It is called “The Moorish Marriage,” and 
is curious for the resemblance of its general plot 
to that of “The Taming of the Shrew.” In the 
Spanish story, the high-tempered lady’s name is 
not given, but the hasband is called Patronio. Of 
the translation only ten copies were printed, in 
pamphlet form, but the reprint occupies less thaa 
a page of the “ Atheneum.” 

Waat with translations, good, bad, and indiffer- 
ent, the world is likely to have quite enough of 
Dante as a poet, and more than enough of him ia 
other respects, since it is now announced that his 
“Inferno’’ has been turned into a libretto for a new 
opera by Gounod. 
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“Tae Broapway.”—This new monthly magazine, 
price twenty-five cents in New York, which George 
Routledge & Sons will commence on the 15th of 
August, takes its name from the fact that these pub- 
lishers’ London place of business is in Broadway, 
Ludgate Hill ; while, in New York, it is near Broad- 
way.

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Tue Early-English Text Society has only been in 
existence about three years, yet in that time it has 
nearly quadrupled its annual income, and tripled 
its number of members and its issue of volumes. 
Nor is its usefulness confined to its own members, 
as is too often the case with similar printing clubs, 
since its publications are now competed for as prizes 
in the English, Irish, and Scottish Universities, and 
one of them, the reprint of “ Piers Plowman,” is used 
as a class-book for the highest form in the city of 
London schools. The society are about to issue an 
“extra series” of publications, the first of which 
will be “ William and the Werewolf,’ formerly 
edited by Sir Frederick Madden for the Roxburge 
Club, and now re-edited by the Rev. W. W. Streat, 
who gives for the first time part of the original 
French romance by Guillaume de Palorme, to sup- 
ply the portion missing in the unique manuscript 
at King’s College, Cambridge. The work will be 
followed by Chaucer’s prose works, edited from the 
best manuscripts by Mr. Richard Morris, being the 
only separate edition of them ever published, and 
without doubt the best, since the early printed texts 
are much infericr to the manuscript copies. In 
addition to Mr. Morris’s labor, the volume will con- 
tain a treatise by Mr. Alexander Ellis on the pro- 
nunciation of Chaucer and Shakspeare. There 
will be two editions of all the works in this “ extra 
series,” one in octavo, at a guinea a volume, and 
the other, a large paper quarto, at two guineas a 
volume. 

A cottection of the American poets is about to 
be translated into German by Adolf Strodtman, who 
is an admirable translator, and Speithergan, who 
holds a high rank among the essayists of Germany.

Mr. George Russell French has addressed a letter 
to the editors of the “ Cambridge Shakspeare,” in 
which he states that in the preparation of his Gene- 
alogical Notices of the Shakspeare and Arden 
families he has found the link which unites Shak- 
speare with the ancient family of Arden, of War- 
wickshire. That the relationship in question really 
existed, has long been conjectured ; but it is now 
proven, or rather will be, when Mr. French shall 
have published the records he has discovered, which 
will be in the supplementary volumes of the “Cam- 
bridge Shakspeare.”
